U'ke View fiom the Coffee Cap

The other day I was reading a familiar critique of Christianity. It said that, if the Church is to sur- 
vive, it must change. In too many places, its membership and influence are dwindling. 

Therefore, according to this assessment, the Church must adapt itself to modern ideas and 
downplay things like the cross and sin. After all, how many people today can understand old 
phrases like "saved by the blood of the lamb?" In short, it's time to look critically at the core 
message of Christianity and change it. 

What I find particularly fascinating about that analysis is that it appears in a book written almost 
ninety years ago! It was by Arthur Conan Doyle, who was great as the author of the Sherlock 
Holmes mysteries, but not so great in his understanding of the mysteries of the Christian faith. 

History is replete with people who predicted Christianity's downfall. But Christianity is not about 
some ideas that we can discuss and modify, to make them more palatable to contemporary 
ears. Rather, the Church is centered in God's actions, particularly in Jesus Christ. Take away 
the Lamb of God, born in Bethlehem, crucified and risen from the dead, and you simply have 
nothing left of Christianity worthy of the name, despite Doyle's urging that we concentrate in- 
stead on the good life and teachings of Jesus. 

In this new season of Advent and Christmas, it is most important to tell the story of Jesus, starting at 
Bethlehem. As the Apostle John puts it, "The Word became flesh and made his dwelling among us." 
Note that the Word became not simply an "idea," but "flesh." 

That reminds me... I have sensed the Word's enfleshment deeply as I have traveled in the 
lands of the Bible. That's why I am pleased that a number of people have signed up already for 
next April's proposed trip to Biblical sites in Turkey. If a few more persons register soon, the trip 
will definitely be a "go." If you would like to learn more about this spiritual pilgrimage, just let me 
know, please, and I'd be happy to give you further information. 

The hand of God has truly touched this world. God has sent his Son to the world. Nothing can ever 
change that. Thanks be to God.... and do have a joyous Advent and Christmas.

As many of you know, Shaun McMikle, David Droege, 
Sarah Droege, Duane Sharp, Todd Penson and Tyger 
Penson went down to New Orleans last week on a 
Thanksgiving Relief Mission. This was both a rewarding 
experience and very enlightening. Mike Krantz from our 
church was the coordinator for Group Publishing, the ones 
who organized this event. 

From the rewarding point of view, we did some incredible 
works. We were a small advance group of 24, that went to 
establish contacts and start projects in the area. What we 
found was unbelievable and very hard to describe. Even 
though it is three months after Katrina hit, it looks as if the 
water just receded. Thousands of homes, hundreds of 
businesses, countless schools, and dozens of churches 
are in ruin. Our team was based out of a Catholic church 
that was wind damaged but still functional. Our three projects were to clean a middle school, remove 
sheetrock from a preschool, and completely gut a house in the Chalmette area. These were one of the 
first of their kind in the New Orleans East neighborhood, that had over 94,000 residents before Katrina. 
By the time that we left, we had accomplished our small tasks. They represent only a drop in a very 
large bucket. What they did do was to give hope to those the we helped. The goal is to have a school 
functional by next year so that residents can start to return to the area and rebuild their lives. We were 
encouraged by the fact that others will follow and complete the work with future missions planed for 
Christmas, the entire Summer of 2006, and beyond. 

Now for the enlightening part. The press and the government are not telling the whole story. With the 
exception of a recent series of articles by TIME magazine, no one is covering the true issues. There is 
limited power, scattered pockets of supplies, and barely enough materials and equipment to start re- 
building. Only about 1 in 5 residents are 
working on their homes, and in the most 
hard hit areas 1 in 10. These folks have not 
seen any money from insurance companies 
and only $2,300 from the federal govern- 
ment. They have to commute into their 
former neighborhoods because of curfews 
and no local resources. Trash is piled eve- 
rywhere and only represents a very small 
portion of the greater whole. There is no 
help from the federal government except for 
a small group of FEMA trailers allotted to 
each community. For example, the com- 
munity we stayed in represented over 6,000 
people, yet they were still waiting for 199 
trailers that sleep 4 adults. The only groups 
that are in the area in mass are the South- 
ern Baptist Kitchens, the American Red 
Cross, and the Salvation Army. 
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Finally, many of you are probably asking yourselves what you can do. One thing you can accomplish is 
to give money to the American Red Cross or if you want, give directly to the church that we helped. 
They are really using the money wisely down there. Lastly, you to can give your time. Please contact 
me and I can give you the particulars on volunteering down in the area. The next camp is planned for 
December 26 through December 31 . http://www.groupworkcamps.com/katrina.asp . We warn you, it 
will change your perceptions of the world that you live in.

Via de Cristo is patterned on Jesus' 
own example. He searched out and 
called a small group of potential lead- 
ers; He trained them by word and ex- 
ample and inspired them with a vision; 
He linked them together and sent them 
out into the world to bring the world to 
Him. 

Via de Cristo is a renewal movement 
of the church patterned on Jesus' ex- 
ample. Its purpose is to help those in 
the church understand their individual 
callings to be Christian Leaders . The 
leadership may be exercised in work 
situations, in the family and social life, 
in leisure activities, and within the 
Church environment. Leadership, in 
Via de Cristo, does not mean power 
over others, but influence on others; all 
of us need to be aware that we can 
exert a positive influence on those 
around us. 

What is Via de Cristo? 

Literally meaning "way of Christ", Via 
de Cristo is a short course in Christian- 
ity that is designed to provide all Chris- 
tians with a significant foundation for 
individual and community spiritual 
growth. Grace and Growth are com- 
bined in an exciting and energetic way. 
At the Via de Cristo the participants 
become increasingly aware that they 
are a part of a community abounding 
in God's grace. The three days are a 
triple encounter: with Christ; with 
Christian brothers and sisters; and 
with a Christian community. 

History of Via de Cristo 

Via de Cristo originated as the Roman 
Catholic Cursillo movement which be- 
gan in Spain in 1948 and moved to 
America in the late 50's. The first Lu- 
theran- sponsored Cursillos (the early 
name for Via de Cristo) were held in 
Miami, Florida in 1971 . In addition to 
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the Roman Catholic and Lutheran 
movements there are similar expres- 
sions in the Methodist, Reformed, 
Episcopal, Presbyterian, and other 
Christian churches. Today, more that 2 
million Christians in 50 nations have 
attended a "Cursillo" weekend. 

Format of The Weekend 

The Via de Cristo weekend is an expe- 
rience in Christian sharing and living. 
During the 72-hours, fourteen talks will 
be presented: Five talks are given by 
Lutheran pastors and nine by lay peo- 
ple. A final talk is given on sponsorship 
by the lay director. The weekend also 
includes chapel each morning, com- 
munion, small group discussions, 
sharing, music, singing, laughter, and 
prayer. The fourteen talks are dis- 
cussed by the participants and will in- 
clude a Christian perspective on the 
following subjects: 

Ideal 
Grace 

Lay People in the Church 
Importance of Study 
A Day in the Life of a Christian 
Apostolic Action 
Obstacles to a Life in Grace 
Christian Actions in the Community 

Each of the talks deals with living 
one's life in God's grace. 

Who Goes To Via de Cristo? 

Via de Cristo is not designed to con- 
vert anyone to Christianity. It is meant 
for those who are already faithful and 
committed to Christ and His church. 
Once again, the goal of Via de Cristo 
is to encourage Christians in their lives 
of faith and increase their awareness 
of grace and service to the Church and 
the world. During a Via de Cristo 
weekend, those who have previously 
attended are called "The Team", and it 
is their responsibility to serve you in 
every possible way. 



When is Via de Cristo Held? 

Weekends in the Colorado movement 
are generally held three times per 
year. Men's and Women's weekends 
are held in March and November, and 




a Co-ed weekend 
is held during June 
or July. 

How Can I Attend Via de Cristo? 

Contact the church office, or other 
members of FCLC who have attended, 
i.e. Pastor Dan & Cindy, Ed & Diane 
Broestl, Harlan & Janelle Olson, Kirk 
Olson, Shea Baker, Wayne & Kaydene 
Hubert, Ella Lien, Margaret Greene, 
Monte & Lorna Ott, and Jeanette 
Wittmer to name a few. In total, more 
than 40+ members from FCLC have 
attended a VdC weekend . 

What Happens After The Weekend? 

The weekend is only a beginning. 
What you learn and share during the 
weekend will hopefully be taken back 
and put into practice in your local con- 
gregation and community. You will be 
supported by many others who have 
attended a Via de Cristo before or with 
you. Small groups meet regularly 
(usually weekly) to affirm one another 
and to share the Christian life of 
Grace. These activities inspire, chal- 
lenge, and encourage Christian action 
in homes, churches, and communities. 

How Much Does The Weekend 
Cost? 

It is our policy to not charge pilgrims 
(you) for the weekend. It is a gift from 
God. 

May I Go with a Spouse or Friend? 

Yes, we strongly recommend that 
spouses and friends attend a first Via 
de Cristo weekend together. Marriages 
and friendships can be strengthened 
and deepened by the Via de Cristo 
experience. Fall and Spring Colorado 
weekends are split into all men and all 
women weekends, with the men going 
first. Since 2001 , there have been co- 
ed weekends in the summer. Spouses 
and friends are also encouraged to 
serve on teams together. 

In Summary 

Not everyone who attends a Via de 
Cristo weekend will receive the same 
benefit; but all who attend will be 
blessed, and most will be strength- 
ened in their desire to be a blessing in 
their churches and Christian communi-
